10,000 Non-Payers Cost Twp. $200,000

An estim ated 10,000 Bristol Tow nship residents 
are getting a free tax ride and it is costing the tow n­ 
ship, county and school d istrict nearly $200,000, 
it was claim ed today by T ax Collector R obert Cam- 
j e m n . 
T he tow nship tax collector said the 10.000 resi­ 
dents have been skipped from the tax rolls because 
it is “ physically im possible” for the two tow nship 
assessors to do a through job, 
His statem en ts drew a sharp re 4ort from John 
Gross, chief tow nship assessor. 
Gross, who has been assessor for four years 
and assistant assessor before that, said th ere are 
“only about 2,000' m ore likely only 1,500” residents 
not on the tax rolls. 
C am eron estim ated that 33,000 persons were

eligible to pay th e occupation and personal and per 
capita taxes. 
However, he said, only 27,000 persons w ere 
included on the tax rolls. 
About 4,500 of the bills m ailed to these people 
have been re tu rn e d because the person has eith e r 
m oved or died. Cameron said he expects an o th er 
500 bills to com e back to his office. 
“ This leaves only 22,000 or 23,000 persons on 
the rolls instead of “33,000,” C am eron said. 
F o r each person missed, the tow nship, school 
board and county loses $19.50 in taxes. This totals 
$195,000 for the 10,000 C am eron said w ere skipped. 
T h e school board is the biggest loser. It has a 
$15 in personal and per capita taxes at stake. T he 
rest is divided betw een the tow nship and county 
occupation taxes. 
B ut the school board is taking som e action to 
recover the m oney from the skipped nam es. E very 


tim e a tax bill is re tu rn e d to C am eron he gives it to 
the school board. School officials then check the 
nam e and address against its files com piled in the 
house-to-house census taken last year. 
“ We hope to pick up 5,000 nam es this way,” 
said Louis C. Souder, School board secretary. 
Gross disputed C ame ro n ’s 5,000 figure 
“ C am eron never throw s his address plates a- 
way. 
Every year 
he issues bills to people we 
have taken off the rolls because he kept the old 
plate. T h at is why he gets so m any back,” the asses­ 
sor said. 
G ross said he w ants to quit because the asses­ 
sors job. which is supposed to be part-tim e, is too 
m uch work. 
He said he spends seven h ours a day on the job 
of keeping the assessm ent rolls up to date. In ad­ 
dition it takes th re e or four hours a day to tran-

Atlas KMM Streaks 5,000 
Miles; Thor Missile 


CAPE CANAVERAL (U PI) - 


An Atlas intercontinental ballistic 
m issile streaked 5,000 miles early 
today in the first guccesful flight 
of the big w ar rocket in months 
but its perform ance was m arred 
two hours later by the spe ‘ocu­ 
lar exp1 
ion of the usually reli­ 
able Air Force Thor. 
The Air Force announced four 
hours later that the Atlas “dunce 
cap" nose cone was successfully 
recovered in the pre-selected im­ 
pact area near thr Ascension Is­ 
lands in the South Atlantic. The 
Air Force said tt was the first 
tim e a 
“ full-scale'’ 
Atlas 
nose 
cone has been recovered at ICBM 
range of 5,000 miles. 
The silvery 82-foot Atlas, heav­ 
ily equipped with special trouble­ 
shooting devices, vaulted from its 
pad with a might roar at 
a rn. e.d.t. It apparently was the 
first Atlas to fulfill all test objec­ 
tives after five straight flops. 
At 3:35 a m., the stubby, inter­ 
m ediate range Thor lifted from 


Air Force had hoped would be a 
rare double bullseye by two of its 
most touted missiles.

termine ownership of two roads 
in the Arborlea .section of the 
township. The board also agreed 
to obtain the legal opinion of the 
township solicitor in the matter. 
The question of ownership of 
the road was first brought up at 
the meeting by Henry Palmer, 
a Langhorne lumber dealer who 
introduced himself to the super­ 
visors as a “ township taxpayer ” 
Palmer told the supervisors that 
he purchased land in the area in 
question from the Bucks County 
Contributionship in 1939 and thai 
there is some doubt in his mind 
as to whether the roads in the 
area are his or the township's 
responsibilities. He added that for 
many years the township has been 
doing work on the roads and that 
he assumed it was their responsi­ 
bility. 
Palmer said, “ I ’m here to clar­ 
ify ownership of two roads—Ma­ 
plewood Lane and Elmer Lane 
(About 2 or 3 weeks ago I met 
with Township Manager William 
Struwe but I got no answers.” 
President Supervisor Claude L 
'Johnson replied to Palmer that,’ 
Maplewood Lane was never sub­ 
mitted as a township road. That 
was before my time as a super-; 
visor but I believe the township 
did not make a policy of accept­ 
ing roads from tracts.” 
Johason added he felt that the 
original owners of the tract were 
responsible for the roads. 
He added that a plot plan was 
registered in 1938 for the area 
purchased and commented that 
“ for over 20 years, the town 
iship has gone into the Arborlea 
area and made repairs ” 
Palmer stated that on one oc­
